IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please canfcel'claims 1-5 without prejudice or disclaimer. 
Please add new claims as follows: 
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-11. In combination, an ionizer having a high voltage circuit and a monitoring circuit 
adapted to detect faults in said high voltage circuit of said ionizer; 

said high voltage circuit comprising a high voltage electrode emitter which has an emitter 
end for ionizing gas molecules in a vicinity of said emitter end when a high voltage is applied to 
said electrode emitter; and 

said monitoring circuit comprising a high voltage sensing circuit for detecting the faults, 
said sensing circuit being capacitively coupled to said high voltage circuit at a location outside the 
vicinity of said emitter end. 
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
